COVERING  BUSINESS  AND  CONDITION  OF  TOWNSHIP  MUTUAL 
FIRE  INSURANCE   COMPANIES  FOR  THE   YEAR  ENDING 
DEC.  31,  1899,  AND  OF  MUTUAL  HAIL  AND  -CYCLONE 
COMPANIES  FOR  THE  SAME  PERIOD. 


The  remarkable  growth  of  the  town  mutual  fire  business  in  this 
state  during  very  recent  years  necessitates  a  separate  report,  in 
justice  to  an  interest  of  such  magnitude  as  to  involve  now  over 
77,000  Minnesota  farmers  and  over  f 108,000,000  of  insurable  prop- 
erty. 

The  township  mutuals  as  now  constituted  under  our  laws  are, 
properly  speaking,  the  only  class  of  companies  that  can,'  be  con- 
sidered purely  mutual.  They  are  strictly  cooperative,  eliminating 
completely  the  element  of  pecuniary  profit,  and  are  conducted  solely 
for  the  mutual  protection  of  members  against  loss.  Such  can  be 
said  of  no  other  class  of  companies.  In  most  all  other  lines  of  in- 
surance, mutual  companies  are  operating,  but  they  are  in  all  cases 
mutual  in  name  only,  organized  and  operating,  as  may  be  clearly 
shown  from  their  expense  accounts,  more  for  pecuniary  profit  to  their 
officers  than  for  pure  and  simple  protection  of  their  members. 

In  fire  underwriting  the  adequacy  of  the  rate  to  be  charged  is 
determined  by  three  elements,  viz.,  the  physical  hazard,  the  moral 
hazard  and  the  expense  hazard.  The  success  of  the  town  mutuals 
has  been  attained  by  minimizing  each  of  these  elements  as  no  other 
class  of  companies  is  competent  to  do.  Each  member  of  the  com- 
pany is  practically  an  agent;  all  members,  in  consequence  of  the 
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f^dfoijaisag  tpvnship"  provision  of  the  law,  are  neighbors;  therefore 
,  b&ref&i  si -loc I  ion  and  almost  continuous  inspection  and  watch  care 
of  risks  is  secured,  thereby  reducing  both  physical  and  moral  haz- 
ard. The  officers  discharge  their  respective  duties  in  many  cases 
without  pay,  or  else  for  merely  nominal  sums,  which  likewise  re- 
moves the  burden  of  a  heavy  expense  hazard.  Underwriters  es- 
timate that  companies  transacting  a  general  fire  business  encounter 
a  moral  hazard  ranging  from  twenty  to  forty  per  cent  and  an  ex- 
pense hazard  averaging  about  forty  per  cent  of  their  total  premium 
receipts,  leaving  an  average  of  about  thirty  per  cent  for  the  con- 
sequences of  a  physical  hazard  that  is  much  more  considerable 
than  is  met  with  by  town  mutuals. 

The  companies  doing  a  general  business  have  been  charging 
during  recent  years  a  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  annum  for  each 
flOO  insurance  in  force  upon  farm  property.  The  town  mutuals 
have  done  this  business  during  the  past  ten  years  for  an  average 
rate  of  seventeen  cents  per  $100,  or  a  saving  of  fifty-eight  cents  per 
$100  per  year.  The  average  amount  of  insurance  per  year  carried 
by  the  town  mutuals  of  the  state  during  the  past  ten  years  is  $61,- 
598,41<>.  Upon  this  excess  of  fifty-eight  cents  per  $100  per  year  it 
is  shown  that  the  town  mutuals  of  Minnesota  have  saved  to  the 
farmers  of  the  state  during  these  ten  years  the  aggregate  of  $3,572,- 
700.  With  $108,831,725.28  insurance  now  in  force  the  annual  saving 
to  the  farmers  is,  at  the  present  status  of  the  business,  $631,224. 
There  are  now  127  of  these  companies  distributed  throughout  the 
farming  districts.  They  have  a  total  of  77,751  policies  in  force, 
averaging  about  $1,350  to  each  policy.  The  business  of  these  com- 
panies is  growing  steadily,  having  increased  every  year  during  the 
last  twenty  years.  A  reference  to  the  tables  will  show  that  the  loss 
elements  for  the  year  1899  was  less  than  one  and  one-half  mills  and 
the  expense  element  less  than  one-half  mill,  or  less  than  fifteen 
cents  per  $100  for  losses  and  less  than  five  cents  per  $100  for  ex- 
penses. 

Such  a  thing  as  failure  is  unknown  among  this  class  of  com- 
panies. They  can't  fail  so  long  as  their  operations  are  conducted 
upon  the  present  basis  and  the  corporate  character  and  powers  re- 
main unchanged.  But  one  danger  lies  ahead  of  them.  Should  they 
become  over-confident,  and  attempt  to  reach  out  into  a  broader  field, 
insuring  other  than  farm  property,  throwing  off  their  present  geo- 
graphical restrictions,  and  otherwise  taking  upon  themselves  a 
wider  scope  of  rights  and  powers,  their  utility  would  soon  be  des- 
troyed. Unfortunately  a  step  has  already  been  taken  in  that  di- 
rection. 
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In  1875,  chapter  83,  providing  for  the  organization  of  town- 
ship mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  was  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature, authorizing  such  companies  to  insure  property  against  loss 
or  damage  by  fire  or  lightning  within  the  limits  of  such  towns  in 
which  the  companies  were  authorized  to  transact  business,  restrict- 
ing the  number  of  towns  to  fifty,  and  the  class  of  business  on  which 
they  could  write  to  detached  dwellings  and  their  contents,  farm 
buildings  and  their  contents,  live  stock,  hay  and  grain  in  the  bin 
or  stack,  the  live  stock  to  be  insured  while  on  the  premises  or  run- 
ning at  large.  This  last  provision  was  stricken)  out  by  an  act 
passed  in  1885.  In  1899,  under  chapter  219,  the  law  was  amended 
so  as  to  include  churches  and  schoolhouses  in  the  class  of  risks  that 
such  companies  could  insure.  Another  amendment  was  passed  in 
1897,  under  chapter  164,  which  included  society  and  town  halls. 
It  is  evident  that  the  legislature,  in  passing  those  amendments,  con- 
sidered the  ownership  of  such  buildings  as  individual.  If  every 
person  in  the  town  or  district  where  such  buildings  were  located, 
and  who  was  enjoying  the  benefits  derived!  therefrom,  was  a  policy 
holder  in  the  company,  it  would  be  entirely  proper  to  insure  such 
buildings,  but  it  is  plain  to  be  seen  that  if  he  is  not  an  individual 
policy  holder  he  is  exempt  from  his  pro  rata  share  of  losses  that  oc- 
cur upon  such  public  property, — he  partakes  of  benefits  without 
sharing  the  burdens. 

In  my  opinion,  this  class  of  risks  should  never  have  been  included 
in  the  class  which  such  companies  are  authorized  to  write.  The 
original  intention  was  to  protect  the  farmers  of  the  state,  and  as  long 
as  such  companies  confine  their  operations  to  the  insuring  of  farm 
property,  the  loss  ratio  will  continue  to  be  low,  and  every  one  will 
be  charged  on  a  basis  of  equality. 

The  report  of  mutual  hail  and  cyclone  companies  is  also  included 
in  this  part  of  my  annual  report.  Under  the  strictures  placed  upon 
the  hail  companies  by  this  department,  as  to  the  methods  of  book- 
keeping, execution  of  annual  reports,  and  limitations  of  salaries  and 
expenses,  a  much  better  condition  of  affairs  is  shown  than  has  here- 
tofore existed.  Under  the  present  ruling  no  company  is  permitted 
to  pay  in  total  salaries  during  any  year  more  than  four  mills  on  the 
insurance  in  force  nor  to  exceed  $2,350.  The  laws  regulating  this 
class  of  companies  are  very  loose,  and  I  would  recommend  a  com- 
plete revision,  to  the  end  that  legislative  mandate  be  added  to  assist 
an  eternal  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  department  in  the  protection 
of  the  grain  growers  of  the  state  in  their  dealings  with  a  class  of 
concerns  mutual  in  name  only,  and  operated  to  a  great  extent  more 
in  the  interests  of  officers  than  of  members.

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COMPLETE  LAWS  GOVERNING  TOWN  LNSURANCE  COMPANIES. 
CHAPTER  83,  LAWS  OP  1875. 

Section  1.   Organization  and  powers. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  twenty-five  (25), 
residing  in  adjoining  towns  in  this  state,  who  shall  collectively  own  property 
of  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars,  to  form  themselves  into  :i 
company  or  corporation  for  mutual  insurance  against  loss  or  damage  by  Are 
or  lightning;  they  shall  organize  by  adopting  articles  of  incorporation,  which 
shall  contain  the  name  of  the  corporation;  the  general  nature  of  its  business; 
the  territory  in  which  the  company  may  do  business;  the  qualifications  of 
members;  the  method  of  providing  corporate  funds;  the  classes  of  property 
insured;  in  what  persons  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  such  company 
shall  be  placed  and  when  the  same  are  elected;  the  date  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing; and  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  company  and  the  period  of  its 
continuance. 

Such  articles  shall  be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  persons  adopting 
the  same  in  the  manner  by  law  provided  for  the  execution  of  deeds.  Any  cor 
poration  so  formed  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  or  be  contracted  with; 
plead  or  be  impleaded  in  any  court  in  this  state,  and  possess  the  usual  powers 
and  duties  of  corporations. 

The  words  "adjoining  towns,"  as  used  in  this  section,  shall  be  held  to 
mean  not  only  the  towns  immediately  adjoining  the  town  in  which  the  busi- 
ness office  of  the  corporation  is  located,  but  the  towns  which  adjoin  these  also, 
contiguously  or  at  their  corners. 

And  any  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  may  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  receive  applications  for  insurance  and  issue  policies  on  any  farm 
property  situated  in  any  county  in  portions  of  which  such  company  is  now, 
or  may  hereafter  be,  authorized  to  do  business;  provided,  that  no  company 
hereunder  shall  be  authorized  to  do  business  in  more  than  tiity  (30)  towns, 
and  all  acts  or  portions  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

[As  amended  by  section  1,  chapter  216,  Laws  of  1889,  as  amended  by  sec- 
tion 1,  chapter  164,  Laws  of  1897.] 

Sec.  2.   Directors  and  officers — terms  of  office. 

Every  company  so  formed  shall  choose  of  their  number  not  less  than  five 
(5)  nor  more  than  nine  (9)  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  such  company, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  (1)  year,  and  until  others  are  elected;  and 
such  directors  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  a  president,  a  vice  president 
and  a  secretary;  they  shall  also  choose  a  treasurer,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
a  member  of  said  board,  but  shall  be  a  member  of  the  company.  And  the 
said  treasurer  shall  give  bonds  to  such  company,  in  such  sum  as  tiie  directors 
shall  determine,  to  be  approved  by  said  president  and  secretary,  and  such 
directors  may  authorize  said  treasurer  to  loan,  on  first  mortgage  real  estate 
securities,  such  sums  of  money  in  his  hands  as  they  may  determine,  or  au- 
thorize him  to  deposit  any  or  all  sums  of  money  in  his  hands  as  such  treasurer 
in  such  bank  or  banks  as  they  may  designate. 

[As  amended  by  section  2,  chapter  164,  Laws  of  1897.] 

Sec  3.   Articles — by-laws — records. 

The  directors  of  such  company  shall  file  their  articles  of  association,  to- 
gether with  a  copy  of  their  by-laws,  in  the  office  of  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner, who  then  shall  issue  to  such  company  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  a  license  to  do  business,  whereupon  said  company  shall  be 
authorized  to  do  business;  and  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with  the  names  of  all  persons 
insured,  and  the  amount  each  person  is  insured,  which  record  shall  be  kept 
open  for  the  inspection  of  all  the  members  of  such  company,  from  the  hours 
of  nine  (9)  o'clock  a.  m.  to  four  (4)  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  secular  day,  the  estab- 
lished holidays  excepted. 

[As  amended  by  section  3,  chapter  164,  Laws  of  1897.  | 
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Sec.  4.   Policies  against  loss  by  fire  or  lightning. 

The  directors  of  each  company  may  issue  such  policies,  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary,  agreeing  in  the  name  of  the  company  to  pay  all  dam- 
ages or  losses  which  may  be  sustained  by  fire  or  lightning  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding five  years,  by  the  holders  of  such  policies,  and  not  exceeding  the  sum 
named  in  such  policy. 

Sec.  5.   Payment  of  losses. 

Every  person  so  insured  shall  give  his  undertaking,  bearing  even  date 
with  the  policy  so  issued  to  him,  binding  himself,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  pay 
his  pro  rata  share  to  the  company  for  all  losses  or  damages  by  fire  or  lightning 
which  may  be  sustained  by  any  member  thereof,  and  every  such  undertaking 
shall,  within  five  days  after  the  execution  thereof,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  such  company,  and  shall  remain  on  file  in  such  office  except  when 
required  to  be  produced  in  court  as  evidence.  He  shall  also,  at  the  time  of 
effecting  such  insurance,  pay  such  percentage  in  cash  and  such  reasonable 
sum  for  a  policy  as  may  be  required  by  the  rules  or  by-laws  of  the  company. 

Sec.  6.   Proceedings  in  case  of  loss. 

Every  member  of  such  company  who  may  sustain  loss  or  damage  by  lire 
or  lightning,  shall  immediately  notify  the  secretary  of  such  company/  who 
shall  either  forthwith  convene  the  directors  of  said  company,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  when  so  convened  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  members  of 
such  company,  of  which  committee  the  secretary  of  said  company  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member,  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  such  loss  and  the  circum- 
stances of  the  same,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  call  and  examine  such 
persons  as  witnesses  as  they  may  deem  fit  in  relation  thereto,  and  the  secre- 
tary shall  have  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  the  persons  so  called  and 
examined;  or  if  the  by-laws  of  any  company  so  provide,  the  secretary  of  such 
company  may,  instead  of  convening  said  board  and  the  appoint  men  t  of  a 
committee,  himself  ascertain  the  amount  of  such  loss  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  the  same  authority  as  such  committee. 

And  in  case  of  the  inability  of  the  parties  to  agree  upon  the  amount  of 
such  damage,  the  claimant  may  appeal  to  the  judge  of  the  district  court  of 
such  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appoint  three  (3)  disinterested  persons 
as  a  committee  of  reference,  who  shall  have  full  authority  to  examine  wit- 
nesses and  determine  all  matters  of  dispute,  who  shall  make  their  award  in 
writing  to  the  president  or  the  secretary  of  such  company,  which  award 
thereon  shall  be  final.  The  said  committee  of  reference  shall  each  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  service  so  rendered,  and  the 
sum  of  five  (5)  cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  necessarily  traveled  in  the  dis- 
charge of  such  duties,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  claimant,  together  with  the 
fees  of  any  witnesses  that  may  have  been  called  by  the  company,  unless  the 
award  of  such  committee  shall  exceed  the  sum  offered  in  liquidation  of  such 
loss  or  damage,  in  which  case  said  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  company. 

Provided,  that  in  cases  where  the  claim  for  loss  so  presented  does  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  three  hundred  (300)  dollars,  no  meeting  of  the  directors  nor 
appointment  of  committee  shall  be  requisite,  but  the  amount  of  such  loss  may 
be  ascertained  by  the  president  or  secretary,  or  both,  with  the  same  right  of 
appeal  as  hereinbefore  provided  for.

Sec.  7.   Classification  of  property  to  be  insured. 

The  companies  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  classify  the 
property  insured  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  policies  thereon  under  the  different 
rates,  corresponding  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  greater  or  less  risk  from  fire 
and  loss  which  may  attach  to  each  several  buildings  or  personal  property  in- 
sured. Whenever  the  amount  of  any  loss  shall  be  ascertained  which  exceeds 
in  amount  the  cash  funds  of  the  company,  the  president  or  secretary  shall 
convene  the  directors  of  said  company,  who  shall  make  an  assessment  upon 
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all  property  insured  to  the  amount  for  which  the  property  insured  In  each 
several  policy  in  such  company  shall  pay,  to  cover  all  unpaid  losses,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  rate  of  premium  under  which  it  may  have  been  classified; 
or  said  board  of  directors  may  borrow  money  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  mills  on 
each  dollar  of  insurance  written  by  such  company  and  then  in  force,  and  from 
the  funds  so  received  pay  said  losses  when  so  determined  as  aforesaid;  and 
said  board  shall  at  such  times  as  it  deems  best  make  assessments  to  pay 
such  loans  in  the  same  manner  as  assessments  are  levied  to  pay  losses.  And 
if  the  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  such  company  be  Insuffi- 
cient, the  amount  of  such  deficiency  may  be  added  to  any  assessment. 
[As  amended  by  section  5,  chapter  164,  Laws  of  1897.] 

Sec.  8.   Secretary  to  give  notice. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary,  whenever  such  assessment  shall  have 
been  completed,  to  immediately  notify  every  person  composing  such  company, 
by  letter  sent  to  his  usual  postoffice  address,  of  the  amount  of  such  loss,  and 
the  sum  due  from  him  as  his  share  thereof,  and  of  the  time  when  and  to 
whom  such  payment  is  to  be  made;  but  such  time  shall  not  be  less  than  sixty 
nor  more  than  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  and  every  person 
designated  to  receive  such  money  may  demand  and  receive  two  per  cent  in 
addition  to  the  amount  due  on  such  assessment  as  aforesaid,  for  his  fees  in 
receiving  and  paying  over  the  same. 

Sec.  9.   Refusal  to  pay  assessments — liabilities  of  directors. 

Suits  at  law  may  be  brought  against  any  member  of  such  company  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  any  assessment  made  upon  them  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  the  directors  of  any  company  so  formed  who  shall  will- 
fully neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  fore- 
going sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  in  their  individual  capacity  to  the 
person  sustaining  such  loss. 

Sec.  10.   Limit  of  company's  authority. 

No  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  insure  any  property  out  of  the 
limits  of  the  town  or  towns  in  which  said  company  is  located,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  (1)  hereof,  nor  shall  they  insure  any  property  other  than 
detached  dwellings  and  their  contents,  and  farm  buildings  and  their  contents, 
and  live  stock,  and  hay  or  grain  in  the  bin  or  stack,  churches  and  school 
houses,  society  and  town  halls,  nor  shall  they  insure  any  property  within  the 
limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village  in  this  state,  except  such  property 
as  is  located  upon  lands  actually  used  for  farming  purposes;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  when  the  dwelling  house  of  any  person  insured  is  within  the  limits 
of  a  town  where  such  company  is  authorized  to  do  business,  but  where  the 
farm  of  such  person  upon  which  such  dwelling  house  is  situated  lies  partly 
within  the  limits  of  a  town  where  such  company  is  authorized  to  insure  and 
partly  within  some  town  outside  such  limits,  then  and  in  such  case  any  such 
company  may  include  in  its  policy  insuring  such  dwelling  house  and  other 
farm  property  any  outbuilding,  hay,  grain,  stock  or  other  farm  property  on 
such  farm  outside  said  limits  the  same  as  if  such  property  was  within  the 
limits  in  which  said  company  is  authorized  to  do  business.

Sec.  11.   Directors,  when  and  how  chosen. 

The  directors  of  such  company  so  formed  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  the 
annual  meeting  thereof,  which  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  determined  by  the  articles 
of  incorporation  or  amendment  thereto  of  such  company,  and  every  person  in- 
sured shall  have  one  vote,  but  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy 
at  such  election,  excepting  a  woman.

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Sec.  12.   Annual  statement. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  every  company  as  aforesaid  to  pre-  " 
pare  a  statement  in  accordance  with  the  form  furnished  by  the  state  insur- 
ance commissioner,  showing  the  condition  of  such  company  on  the  day  pre- 
ceding their  annual  meeting,  which  statement  shall  contain  the  amount  in- 
sured, the  number  of  policies  issued,  and  such  other  matters  pertaining  to 
the  interest  of  the  company  as  may  be  deemed  important,  which  statement 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  insurance  commissioner  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  such  meeting  in  each  year,  and  which  statement  shall  also  be  read 
to  the  members  of  said  company  at  such  annual  meeting.  The  treasurer  shall 
also  prepare  a  statement  which  shall  be  read  at  such  meeting.  And  any  com- 
pany heretofore  or  which  may  hereafter  be  formed  hereunder  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  insurance  commissioner,  with  the  power  of  examination 
of  it«;  affairs.

Sec.  13.   Withdrawal — notice. 

Any  member  of  such  company  may  withdraw  therefrom  at  any  time  by 
giving  notice  in  writing  to  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  to  the  secretary 
thereof,  and  paying  his  share  of  all  claims  then  existing  against  said  com- 
pany; and  the  directors,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  annul 
any  policy  by  giving  notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  to  the  holder  thereof. 
And  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary,  whenever  any  member  of  such 
company  shall  withdraw  from  his  membership  therein,  to  notify  every  other 
member  thereof  of  such  withdrawal  by  recording  the  same  at  full  length  in  a 
separate  book  to  be  kept  by  him  in  his  office  for  that  purpose,  called  a  "With- 
drawal Book."

Sec.  14.   Non-residents  may  become  members. 

Non-residents  of  any  town  in  this  state,  owning  property  therein,  may  be- 
come members  of  any  company  founded  under  this  act,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  rights  and  privileges  appertaining  thereto,  except  that  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  such  non-resident  to  become  a  director  of  said  company  unless  he 
be  at  the  time  of  such  membership  a  resident  of  a  town  adjoining  the  town 
or  towns  in  which  said  company  has  been  formed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  15.  By-laws. 

The  company  so  formed  may  adopt  such  by-laws  for  its  regulations  as 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  therein  prescribe 
the  compensation  of  its  officers. 

Sec.  16.   Duration  of  company. 

No  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  continue  for  a  longer  term  than 
thirty  years. 

Sec.  17.   Provisions  of  reciprocal  law  applicable. 

Any  company  organizing  under  the  foregoing  provisions  to  do  a  farm 
business  only,  may  do  such  business  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
title  three  of  the  general  reciprocal  insurance  laws  of  this  state,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable,  but  shall  be  exempt  from  complying  with  section  twenty- 
eight,  title  three,  of  the  same. 

Sec.  18.   May  amend  articles  to  include  adjacent  towns. 

Any  insurance  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  may.  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  its  members  or  at  any  special  meeting  after  thirty  (30) 
days'  notice  to  all  members  thereof  and  of  such  proposed  amendment,  by  a 
two-thirds  (|)  vote  of  those  present,  amend  its  articles  of  incorporation  in 
any  respect  which  might  have  been  lawfully  made  a  part  of  such  original  arti- 
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cles,  or  may  also  amend  them  so  as  to  include  in  its  organization  other  adjoin- 
ing towns  not  already  included  therein.  Such  company  shall  cause  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  amendment  to  be  sworn  to  by  the  president  and  secretary,  and 
thereupon  such  certificate  shall  be  hied  the  same  as  the  original  articles,  and 
upon  such  riling  such  amendment  shall  become  a  part  of  such  original  arti- 
cles. (Section  1,  chapter  117,  Laws  1881,  as  amended  by  section  1,  chapter 
98,  Laws  of  1891,  as  amended  by  section  9,  chapter  164,  Laws  1.887.) 

Sec.  19.   Legalizing  former  action  of  companies. 

Any  town  insurance  company  which  has  heretofore  attempted  to  amend 
its  articles  of  incorporation  by  adding  towns  in  a  county  other  than  that  in 
which  such  company's  place  of  business  is  situated  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered to  have  added  such  territory  under  the  terms  of  this  act  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  as  fully  as  though  such  action  had  been  taken  subsequent  to 
the  passage  of  this  act;  and  such  attempted  enlargement  of  territory  is  hereby 
in  all  things  legalized,  and  such  company  is  authorized  to  do  business  in  such 
additional  towns.   (Section  2,  chapter  14,  Laws  1891.) 

Sec.  20.   May  change  location  of  business  office. 

Any  town  insurance  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state  may,  at  any  regular  annual  meeting  of  its  members,  or  at 
any  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  pres- 
ent, amend  its  articles  of  association  so  that  the  business  office  of  said  asso- 
ciation may  be  located  in  any  town  or  any  city  in  any  town  in  which  said 
association  or  company  do  business.   (1895,  Chapter  176.) 

Sec.  21.  That  in  any  case  where  there  has  been  heretofore  an  attempted 
formation  and  organization  of  any  corporation,  company  or  association  under 
said  chapter  eighty-three  (83)  of  the  General  Laws  of  1875,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  the  persons  so  attempting  to  form  or  organize  any  such 
corporation  have  actually  adopted,  signed  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  town 
in  which  any  of  said  parties  may  at  that  time  have  resided,  or  in  the  office 
of  the  secretary  of  state  or  insurance  commissioner,  articles  of  association  or 
constitution,  in  which  the  business  specified  to  be  carried  on  by  them  as  such 
corporation  was  such  as  might  be  lawfully  carried  on  under  such  laws,  and 
have,  in  fact,  proceeded  as  such  corporation  under  the  corporate  name  as- 
sumed by  them  to  transact  and  carry  on  such  business,  such  attempted  forma- 
tion and  organization  in  each  and  every  case  is  hereby  legalized  and  declared 
a  valid  and  effectual  formation  and  organization  of  such  corporation  under 
the  name  assumed  from  and  after  the  actual  filing  as  aforesaid  of  such  arti- 
cles or  constitution,  notwithstanding  the  omission  of  any  other  matter  or 
thing  by  law  prescribed  to  be  contained  in  said  articles  or  constitution,  or  to 
be  done  or  observed  in  the  formation  or  organization  thereof.  (Section  10. 
chapter  164,  Laws  1897.) 

Sec.  22.  The  insurance  commissioner  shall  collect  from  each  company 
organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  fees  as  follows,  viz. : 

Filing  articles  of  incorporation,  two  (2)  dollars;  for  filing  each  annual 
statement,  one  (1)  dollar;  for  issuing  certificate  of  authority  and  each  annual 
renewal  thereof,  one  (1)  dollar.   (Section  11,  chapter  164,  Laws  1897.) 

Sec  23.  That  no  policy  of  insurance  issued  by  any  township  mutual  in- 
surance company  upon  churches  and  schoolhouses  shall  be  declared  invalid 
or  void  on  the  ground  that  such  company  had  no  authority  to  heretofore  issue 
such  policy;  but  that  all  policies  issued  by  any  township  mutual  insurance 
company  upon  churches  and  schoolhouses,  if  otherwise  legally  issued  and 
valid,  shall  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  be  of  the  same  force,  effect 
and  validity  as  though  such  companies  had  had  the  authority  to  issue  such 
policies  of  insurance.   (Chapter  283,  Laws  of  1897.)
